LONDON, Aug. a W— A master 
an for the mass trial ot Oer- 
nny'a etch war criminals before 
1 Intcmatlonnl mlUlary tribunal 
iis sinned today hy the legal repre- 
Ecntatlves of the United States, 
Great Britain. Hu.'-ila and France. 

The historic document, setting 
the legal and mllltaty precedents. 
Elves the high tribunal sft-ceplng 
powers to punLih by death, deprive 
the convicted of stolen property. 
dlEregard "technical rules of evi- 
dence" In the lnt<rrests at speed and 
take strict measures to prevent de- 
lays. 

Under tlie agreement the perma- 
nent seat of the tribunal Is to be 
cstablbhed In Berlin, but the first 
trial will be held nt Nuernberg, long 
the scat and meeting place o( the 
narJ parly. 

The tribunal Is to consist of four 
members, each with an alternate, 
representing the four big powers. Be- 
fore this body will be arraigned such 
nasi bigwigs na Bclchsmarshal Her- 
mann Gocrlng, former Foreign Min- 
ister von Rlhbcntrop, Rudolf Hess, 
Frnni von Pnpen, former ambwia- 
dor to Turkey, Ijibor Ftoot Leader 
Hobcrt Ley. JuUiia Stretcher, the 
Jew-baiter, and Bans Frank, nnil 
governor of PolantL

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— President Truman announced to- 
day that Russia has declared war on Japan. 

Mr. Truman made the momentous announcement to a hurriedly; 
summoned news conference. 

He said he had only a simple statement to make but it was so im- 
portant he could not delay it 

Then he declared: 

Russia has just declared war on Japan, 
That is all. 



Reveals Jap Bid for Peace Mediation 

LONDON. Aug. 8 nj.Pj— Premier V. M. Molotov announced tonight Uiat Russia has declared war on 
Japan, n Moscow radio broadcast said tonight. 

Molotov said that effective tomorrow the Soviets consider themselves at war with Japan, lh» radio 
reported. 

Molotov said the allies approached tlie Soviet government wllti a request to Join In the war against Japan 
lo ipecd up the war and tho coming ol peace. Tlifl government accepted this proposal, ho added. 

Tlie Soviet government was described as considering tho policy the only one posslbls lo speed up peace 
and lo Bpate the Japanese people Irom destruction Blmllnr to that wrought on Germany, Moscow repotted. 

Molotov revealed that Japan hod ftsked the Bovlela to mediate for peace Wllh the flllles.

Two thousand limes as powcrlul us the 
Euperfort which lor only a lew montlis we 
have regarded as the deadliest of all devices 
for destruction ... an explosive that draws 
upon the basic powers of the universe to cre- 
ate a terrifying blast that can be Been and 
heard for 250 miles! A power that vaporizes 
Etructural steel, concrete and humanity as 
If they were so many gossamer strands and 
things made of fluff. 

It means that for the first time man has 
been able to avail hlm.selt of the full force 
that ilea hidden within the normal peaceful 
relationships of billions upon billions of In- 
ilalteslmal atoms. The very secret ot life it- 
xeH, B. latent energy that staggers the Imagi- 
nation, has been unveiled by sclcntitic Inter- 
lopers. 

It was obvious from the announcement ot 
this most terrible weapon in the history of 
war that the discoverers almost feared re- 
leasing It against the Japanese, not because 
ot the immediate objective, but in appre- 
hension of what may eventually result from 
this llmltlesB source ot natural energy being 
released.
